The  pillared  house  pictured  on  the  cover,  known  for  many  years 
as  “The  Deacon  Allen  Place,”  is  one  of  the  most  historic  in  the  village. 
The  name  refers  to  two  prominent  Oakham  citizens.  Deacon  James 
Allen,  and  his  son  Jesse,  both  of  whom  gave  a  lifetime  of  service 
to  the  town. 

The  house,  once  called  “Morton’s  Folly”,  was  built  around  1831 
by  Phineas  Morton,  who,  in  August  of  that  year  married  Sarah  Ann 
Fairbank.  Shortly  after  her  death  in  November,  1832,  Galen  A. 
Crawford,  fourth  son  of  Alexander  2d,  the  gunsmith,  purchased 
the  place  and  completed  work  on  it.  For  a  time  it  became  a  two- 
family  residence  when  Mr.  Crawford  rented  the  ell  and  one  upstairs 
room  to  the  Leonard  P,  Lovell  family. 

In  1858,  the  year  after  the  death  of  Galen  Crawford,  Deacon 
James  Allen,  who,  with  his  family  had  occupied  a  tenament  in  the 
Fairbank  house,  bought  it.  At  the  time  they  moved  into  their  new 
home  Jesse  was  eleven  years  old.  Following  the  death  of  James 
Allen  in  1870,  the  place  came  into  the  possession  of  Deacon  Jesse, 
who  made  it  his  home  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  It  was  he  who 
planted  the  elm  trees  on  the  lawn,  which  added  beauty  and  shade 
to  the  street  and  home  until  this  past  fall,  when  the  last  one,  which 
had  become  diseased,  was  removed. 

Deacon  James  Allen  died  in  1922.  Two  years  later  his  daugh¬ 
ters,  Miss  Eva  Allen,  and  Mrs.  Alice  Malcolm,  sold  the  property  to 
the  present  owner,  Mrs.  Gladys  Spies  of  Bartlesville,  Oklahoma.

from  the  sixty  cities  and  totvns  are  placed  in  the  C.ounty  Dog 
Fund,  a  part  of  which  is  spent  for  such  administrative  expenses 
as  the  salary  of  the  county  dog  officer,  license  books,  tags,  and 
re|)ort  forms. 

Another  portion  covers  expenses  relating  directly  to  dogs, 
includino  reimbursements  to  owners  of  livestock  for  damage 
done  by  dogs,  fees  to  persons  appraising  such  damage,  the 
destroying  of  unwanted  stray  dogs,  j)ayment  for  the  board  of 
lost  dogs,  if  their  owners  cannot  be  found,  and  reimbursement 
for  rabies  xaccine  and  antirabies  serum  purchased  by  local 
officials. 

These  categories  of  expense  use  only  a  part  of  the  Dog- 
Fund.  The  balance  is  divided  proportionately  among  the 
county  cities  and  towns,  tvhere  it  must  be  used  for  either 
schools  or  libraries.  In  Oakham,  the  dog  tax  refund,  which 
amounts  to  approximately  $180  annually  is  added  to  the 
library  appropriation  each  year. 

So,  -wlien  dog  owners  purchase  licenses,  they  not  only 
receive  a  means  of  identification  for  their  pets,  aid  farmers 
tvho  ha\’e  suffered  livestock  damage,  provide  for  the  care  of 
stray  dogs,  furnish  medication  for  persons  who  have  l^een  ex¬ 
posed  to  rabies,  but  also  help  support  an  educational  institu-

sporting 

licenses,  less  lees,  to  the  Di\  ision  of  Fisheries  and  (iame,  Bos- 
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ton,  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  The  revenue  is  used 
for  the  enforcement  of  fish  and  o-ame  laws,  the  maintenance  of 
oame  farms  and  fish  hatcheries,  and  conservation  programs  of 
benefit  not  only  to  sportsmen,  but  to  all  who  enjoy  the  out- 
of-doors. 

As  a  result  of  a  suggestion  made  by  an  employee  of  the 
Division,  the  various  forms  for  resident  and  non-resident 
luiiuing,  fishing,  and  trapping  licenses  have  been  reduced  in 
lunnber  from  14  to  2.  The  change  will  simplify  the  work  of 
clerks,  and  will  save  an  estimated  $10,000  annnally  in  printing- 
costs. 

Eorm  34A  covers  8  categories  of  fishing  and  8  of  trapping- 
licenses;  Eorm  34B  inclndes  3  kinds  each  of  sporting  and  himt- 
ing  licenses  -tvith  the  deer  tags  attached.  The  clerk  puts  an 
X  in  the  space  nnder  the  name  of  the  license  to  be  issued  and 
rules  out  the  others.  In  addition  to  signing  the  license,  each 
purchaser  ^vrites  the  amount  paid,  a  ne^v  requirement  for  1964. 

Before  ordering  the  1965  supplies,  the  Division  plans  to 
review  the  experiences  of  sportsmen  and  clerks  with  the  new 
forms.  Your  clerk  will  be  glad  to  pass  on  to  the  director  any 
suggestions  she  receives  concerning  them.

agreement  with  the  selectmen;  also  that  the  question  be 
put  to  a  vote  by  printed  ballot,  a  procedure  which,  with 
the  approval  of  the  assembly,  was  followed. 

Following  a  discussion  and  after  those  present  had  cast 
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their  ballots,  the  moderator  declared  a  recess  until  4  P.M. 
to  enable  everyone  to  vote  who  ^vished  to  do  so.  A  quo¬ 
rum  was  present  at  all  times  during  the  recess.

The  motion  was  made  that  the  sum  of  $1,000  be  transfer¬ 
red  from  the  Highway  Machinery  Eund  to  the  Highway 
Machinery  Account,  $250  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  a 
brush  cutter,  the  balance  for  ordinary  maintenance. 

An  amendment  that  $1,950.58,  instead  of  $1,000,  be 
transferred,  was  adopted  by  a  show  of  hands  vote,  53  be¬ 
ing  in  favor,  5  opposed.  The  original  motion,  as  amend¬ 
ed,  ^vas  accepted  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Article  13 

It  was  voted  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  be  authorized  and 
instructed  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000  from  avail¬ 
able  funds  in  the  treasury  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the 
tax  levy  for  the  current  year. 

Article  14 

That  the  trust  fund  of  $50  received  from  Dr.  John  H. 
Neel  ley  for  perpetual  care  of  the  east  half  of  Lot  38  A  in 
Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  be  accepted. 

Article  15 

That  the  report  of  the  Bicentennial  Anniversary  Celebra¬ 
tion  Committee  as  printed  on  pages  6  to  13  inclusive,  of 
the  Annual  Reports  for  1962,  be  accepted,  and  that  the 
Committee  be  continued  for  one  more  year  to  complete 
any  unfinished  business,  also  that  the  Committee  be  giv¬ 
en  a  rising  vote  of  thanks.  The  vote  was  followed  by 
applause.  Members  of  the  Committee:  LeRoy  C.  Spin¬ 
ney,  Chairman;  John  Robinson,  Treasurer;  Howard  S. 
Dean,  Secretary;  Willard  C.  Rutherford,  and  Robert  P. 
Wile. 
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Article  16 

The  motion  that  the  sum  ot  Sv5()()  be  raised  and  appropri¬ 
ated  to  oil  a  section  of  Foley  Road,  failed  to  pass. 

Article  17 

The  article  was  withdrawn  because  the  question  regard- 
ing  the  acceptance  of  Section  111  of  C4iapter  41  of  the 
(General  Laws,  providing  for  vacations  for  certain  ttnvn 
employees,  must  appear  on  the  state  election  ballot. 

Article  18 

The  motion  that  the  totvn  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
S:14()  for  vacation  pay  for  the  high^vay  employees  was 
withdrawn,  when  it  was  explained  that  a  by-law  relating 
to  vacations  for  totvn  employees  must  be  drawn  up  and 
acted  upon  before  money  for  vacations  can  be  voted. 

Article  19 

The  question  appeared  on  the  printed  ballot.  The  vote 
was  89  to  63  in  favor  of  accepting  Section  6T  of  C4iapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws,  which  authorizes  cities  and  towns 
to  appropriate  money  for  the  removel  of  snow  and  ice 
from  private  ways  therein  open  to  public  use. 

Article  20 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  accept  Section  6F  of  Ghapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  authorizing  the  town  to  make  cer¬ 
tain  repairs  on  private  tvays  tvhich  liave  been  opened  to 
the  public  for  six  years  or  more. 

Article  21  —  relating  to  the  abolishment  of  the  office  of  town 
auditor.  The  article  was  withdrawn  after  the  clerk  read 
a  letter  from  Arthur  H.  MacKinnon,  Director  of  Ac¬ 
counts,  stating  that  under  present  circumstances,  the 
office  of  auditor  could  not  be  abolished.  Mr.  Lonergan, 
chairman  of  the  selectmen,  explained  that  in  order  to 
abolish  the  office,  the  town  tvould  have  to  vote  to  have 
the  selectmen  appoint  an  accountant,  who  must  be  a  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  town.  At  present  the  town  has  no  accountant 
but  does  employ  an  accounting  officer,  tvho  does  not  re¬ 
side  in  totvn. 

Article  22 

See  action  under  Articles  4  and  6. 

Article  23 

The  motion  ^vas  made  that  the  town  purchase  Dean 
Reser\'oir  together  tvith  all  rights  appurtenant  or  con¬ 
nected  Avith  the  same,  including  the  dam  at  said  Reser- 
\'oir,  and  that  the  sum  of  Si, 700  be  raised  and  appropri- 
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ated  to  meet  the  cost  ol  purchase  and  legal  expenses  in 
acquiring  the  same. 

Eollo^ving  a  discussion  an  amendment  was  unanimously 
accepted  that  action  on  the  matter  be  postponed  for 
90  days. 

The  original  motion,  as  finally  amended,  provided  also 
that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $200  for  legal  fees  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  buying  Dean  Reservoir,  the 
dam,  and  water  rights. 

Article  24 

The  motion  that  the  article  be  tabled  was  defeated  by 
a  sho^v  of  hands  vote  of  41  to  25. 

It  was  then  voted  that  the  selectmen  be  authorized  to 
petition  the  Massachusetts  Electric  Company  to  install 
one  street  light  on  North  Brookfield  Road,  in  the  vici¬ 
nity  of  property  owned  by  Adam  Chestna.  There  were  2 
opposing  votes. 

Article  25 

The  motion  was  made  that  the  sum  of  $5,128.18,  or 
any  sum  less  than  this  amount,  be  appropriated  from 
available  funds  in  the  treasury,  if  and  when  such  sums 
are  received  from  the  Commonwealth,  for  use  to  make 
permanent  repairs  to  Barre  Road. 

An  amendment  was  made  and  withdrawn  that  the  money 
be  spent  on  Rutland  Road  instead  of  Barre  Road.  An 
amendment  that  the  article  be  tabled  was  defeated  by  a 
vote  of  38  to  15. 

The  original  motion,  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  arti¬ 
cle,  was  approved  with  several  dissenting  votes. 

Article  26 

It  was  voted  that  the  town  purchase  a  resuscitator  and 
that  the  sum  of  $500  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  meet 
the  cost  thereof. 

179  voters,  57.7%  of  the  310  registered,  cast  ballots  in  the 
election  of  town  officers.  86  voters,  27.7%  of  those  registered 
attended  the  business  meeting. 

Total  amount  to  be  raised  and  appropriated  —  $130,264.74, 
which  is  $6,227.21  more  than  was  voted  at  the  annual  meetino^ 
of  1962.

I  he  organization  of  the  Board  continued  the  same  as  in 
the  past  few  years  with  Walter  \Vk  Nelson  acting  as  Cliairman 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Roger  H.  Lonergan  as  Cdiairman 
of  tlie  Board  of  Selectmen  and  as  Prudential  Member  of  the 
Qiiaboag  \\Tlfare  District. 
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FINANCES 

During  the  year  the  Board  examined  and  approved 
twenty  eight  Treasury  Warrants  authorizing  the  payment, 
transfer  or  deposit  of  a  total  of  $247, 281. -18.  Most  of  the  funds 
for  these  transactions  were  provided  for  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March  and  tvere  raised  by  direct  taxation.  How¬ 
ever,  because  of  unforseen  events  it  was  necessary  to  appropri¬ 
ate  additional  sums  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  for 
Snow  Removal  and  Sanding,  Public  Assistance,  Veterans’ 
Benefits,  Vacation  Pay,  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  for 
the  Highway  Department,  and  for  land  damages.  This  re¬ 
duced  the  amount  of  Free  Cash  by  $7,040  and  will  limit  the 
amount  that  can  be  used  in  1964  to  reduce  the  tax  levy.

Since  there  is  considerable  interest  in  the  financial  affairs 
of  the  totvn  at  the  present  time  it  may  be  of  assistance  to  the 
voters  to  explain  some  of  the  terms  used  and  how  certain  fig¬ 
ures  are  arrived  at.  The  following  are  a  fe^v  of  the  more  com¬ 


mon  terms: 
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Sl^RPErS  REA'EXl'E  (Also  referred  to  as  the  amount  in 
the  Excess  and  Deficiency  Account)  is  the  amount  by 
tvhich  the  C'-ash,  Accounts  Receival)le  and  other  floating 
assets  exceed  the  liabilities  and  reserves  at  any  particular 
time. 

(Ash  refers  to  he  actual  amount  of  cash  in  the  custody  of 
the  treasurer  or  on  deposit  to  the  town’s  account. 
It  does  not  include  trust  funds,  stabilization  funds 
or  any  other  funds  set  aside  for  a  particular  purpose. 

Accounts  Receivable  include  uncollected  taxes,  tax 
titles  and  possessions.  Federal,  State  and  C’.ounty  re^ 
imbursements  due  and  other  receipts  to  be  collected. 

Itabilutes  and  Reserves  include  temporary  loans  to 
be  repaid,  state  and  county  assesments,  payroll  de¬ 
ductions,  income  from  trust  funds,  revolving  funds, 
PAderal  grants,  appropriation  balances,  sale  of  ceme¬ 
tery  lot  funds,  hightvay  machinery  funds,  overlays 
reserved  for  al^atements,  revenue  reserved  until  col¬ 
lected  and  other  miscellaneous  items. 

Surplus  revenue  is  built  up  in  the  following  Avays: 
Automatically 

(a)  by  the  return  of  unexpended  balances  of  gene¬ 
ral  appropriations  to  surplus  revenue  at  the  end  of 
the  fiscal  year. 

(b)  from  the  excess  of  receipts  from  sources  other 
than  taxation  over  estimated  receipts,  as  used  by  the 
assessors,  and  from  taxes  from  supplementary  assess¬ 
ments  made  after  the  tax  rate  has  been  set. 

by  vote  of  the  town: 

(a)  by  voting  to  return  any  unexpended  balance 
of  an  appropriation  made  for  a  special  purpose, 
Avhere  such  purpose  has  been  accomplished,  to  sur¬ 
plus  revenue. 

(b)  by  voting  all  or  any  part  of  a  business  enterprise 
into  surplus  revenue. 

(c)  by  voting  an  appropriation  directly  from  taxa¬ 
tion  into  surplus  revenue. 

Surplus  Revenue  is  reduced: 

Automatically 

(a)  when  actual  receipts  during  any  fiscal  year  are 
less  than  the  estimated  receipts  used  by  the  assessors 
in  determining  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 
(]))  when  state  or  county  assessments  exceed  the 
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figures  used  by  the  assessors  when  determining  the 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

(c)  when  surplus  revenue  funds  are  used  (with  the 
approval  of  the  Director  of  Accounts)  in  case  of  ex¬ 
treme  emergency. 

By  vote  of  the  to^vn: 

(a)  ^vhen  the  town  votes  to  appropriate  sums  of 
money  from  “unappropriated  available  funds  in  the 
treasury”  for  any  purpose. 

(b)  when  the  town  votes  to  use  surplus  revenue 
funds  to  reduce  the  tax  levy. 

EREE  CASH  is  the  amount  of  the  Surplus  Revenue  account 
over  and  above  uncollected  taxes  for  the  previous  years. 
This  is  also  sometimes  referred  to  as  “available  funds.” 
The  amount  of  Eree  Cash  as  of  the  first  of  January  is 
certified  annually  for  each  city  and  town  in  the  Common¬ 
wealth  by  the  Director  of  Accounts  and  no  municipality 
is  allowed  to  appropriate  funds  totalling  more  than  the 
amount  so  certified  during  the  year.

STREETS  AND  HIGHWAYS 

Reconstruction  of  New  Braintree  Road  under  Chapter 
90  Construction  continued  in  a  westerly  direction  to  a  point  a 
short  distance  beyond  Lincoln  Road.  Excavation,  embank¬ 
ment  and  drainage  were  substantially  completed  and  the  first 
course  of  gravel  surface  was  placed  and  graded  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Work  was  resumed  on  Barre  Road  using  Chapter  782  and 
some  Chapter  81  funds  and  about  1200  feet  of  roadway  was 
completed.  It  is  our  understanding  that  additional  state  funds 
will  be  available  to  continue  work  on  this  road  in  1964. 

Maintenance  of  other  roads  in  the  town  was  continued 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  81  and  90  Maintenance. 

GENERAL 

Although,  as  stated  in  the  introduction,  the  affairs  of  the 
town  during  the  year  were  more  or  less  rotitine  some  activity 
did  take  place. 


Surplus  Revenue-Uncollected  Taxes=Free  Cash 
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The  t()^vn  voted  to  join  with  the  towns  of  Barre,  Hard- 
tvick  and  Ehd)])ardston  in  the  formation  of  a  junior-senior  re¬ 
gional  high  school  district  and  later  approved  the  vote  of  the 
regional  district  school  committee  to  incur  debt  for  site  pur¬ 
chase  and  planning  costs.  Both  votes  were  by  an  overwhelm¬ 
ing  majority. 

Proposals  to  have  the  town  purchase  I.ake  Dean  were 
twice  tabled  and  finally  defeated  but  articles  to  allow  the  town 
to  raise  funds  for  snow  removal  and  ordinary  repairs  to  certain 
private  roads  in  the  Lake  Dean  area  were  approved. 

Also  the  town  passed  amendments  to  its  by-laws  author¬ 
izing  vacation  pay  for  full  time  employees  and  authorizing  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  an  “inspector  of  gas  piping  and  gas  appli¬ 
ances  in  buildings.”

December  31,  1963. 

During  the  past  year  28  Treasury  Warrants  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  examination  and  ap¬ 
proval  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer.  The  warrants  listed  ex¬ 
penditures  which  totalled  $246,878.72.  In  addition  .$402.66 
tvas  listed  and  expended  from  the  Alden  Fund. 

Receipts  for  1962  totalled  $245,537.93  in  the  general 
fund  and  $957.76  for  the  Alden  Fund.  The  cash  balance  on

Eroni  the  above  tabulations  it  is  apparent  that  the  prin- 
eipal  reason  for  the  large  increase  in  Public  Assistance  costs 
is  the  rapid  enlargement  of  the  Medical  Aid  for  the  Aged  pro¬ 
gram.

X'arious  changes  ^vhich  took  place  during  the  year  once 
again  broaden  certain  phases  of  our  public  assistance  pro¬ 
grams. 

Extension  of  Aid  to  (Children  of  Unemployed  Parents  re¬ 
cently  approved  includes  a  pro\4sion  for  continuing  Aid  to 
Children  ol  Unemploved  Parents  from  June  80,  1962,  to  June 
80,  1967. 

In  addition,  the  Eederal  recjuirement  that  local  agencies 
pro\  ide  social  ser\  ices  for  families  also  recjidres  that  similar 
serx'ices  shall  be  pro\’ided  lor  aged  and  disabled  individuals, 
^vhich,  in  Massachusetts,  includes  applicants  and  recipients  of 
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Old  Age  Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and  Dis¬ 
ability  Assistance. 

The  general  pnrpose  of  providing  such  services  is  to  help 
families  and  individuals  to  maintain  or  restore  themselves  as 
useful,  productive  individuals  by  assisting  them  to  become 
self-supporting,  independent,  able  to  care  for  themselves  and 
to  afford  them  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  community 
life. 

A  problem  might  possibly  exist  if  the  homemaking  does 
not  provide  for:  budget  management  to  meet  essential  needs; 
meeting  hygiene  needs,  such  as  wholesome  and  regular  meals, 
personal  hygiene,  provision,  care  and  cleanliness  of  clothing; 
management  of  household  chores  so  as  to  provide  some  regu¬ 
larity  in  the  daily  living  plan  and  minimum  standards  of 
cleanliness  and  household  safety,  attention  to  home  decora¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  of  furnishings  and  equipment.  The 
severity  of  the  problem  will  vary  according  to  age,  physical 
condition,  out-of-home  responsibilities,  activities,  etc. 

A  new  law  effective  August  11,  1963,  provides  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  medical  care  rendered  by  institutions  prior  to  the  date 
of  application  in  Disability  Assistance.  This  amendment  to 
the  General  I.a^vs  now  provides  for  certain  medical  vendor 
payments  for  services  rendered  prior  to  the  date  of  application 
in  all  of  the  federally  aided  categories  except  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance. 

Effective  September  1,  1963,  payments  on  Old  Age  Assist¬ 
ance  were  increased  in  accordance  with  an  increase  in  the  cost 
of  living  as  reported  by  the  Division  on  the  Necessaries  of 
Life. 

The  cost  of  living  index  shows  an  increase  of  5.1%  from 
the  period  May  1960  to  July  1963.  In  order  to  effect  this 
change,  it  was  necessary  to  substitute  36%  as  the  budget  adjust¬ 
ment  for  the  current  figure  of  30.9% 

Effective  October  1,  1963,  payments  on  Old  Age  Assist- 
ancse  were  increased  from  |4.00  to  $5.00  a  month  due  to  a 
$1.00  increase  for  Leisure  Time  activity.  Administration  of 
Public  Assistance  presents  many  problems.  Often  there  is  a 
home  situation  that  makes  it  difficult  for  the  head  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  to  keep  his  job.  A  man  with  initiative  and  force  might,  of 
course,  overcome  this  difficulty  but  weaker  men  are  often 
helpless  before  it.  It  is  because  of  situations  like  this  that  social 
workers  have  found  it  necessary  to  study  not  only  the  economic 
condition  of  a  family  but  also  the  family  relationships. 
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Eailure  to  do  this  often  leads  to  unfortunate  situations 
which  injure  not  only  the  person  in  need  but  also  the  relief 
organization  and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  determination  of  the  real  cause  of  an  individuars 
dependency  is  the  biggest  single  probem  faced  by  relief  agen¬ 
cies  at  the  present  time.

Appropriation  S  50.00 

Expended  22.20 

Three  clinics  tor  the  administration  of  oral  polio  vac¬ 
cine  were  conducted  during  the  year.  The  clinic  for  types  1, 
2  and  5  vaccine  for  adults  and  any  children  who  had  missed 
previous  clinics  were  carried  out  by  the  Oakham  Cirange  iu 
cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Health.  Type  2  vaccine  was 
made  available  to  all  adults  in  the  town.  Sixty  eight  adults 
and  1 1  children  were  treated  at  these  clinics.  Also,  all  school 
children  were  given  Type  2  vaccine  by  the  school  nurse  with 
the  aid  of  the  13oard  of  Health.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank 
the  Crrange  and  all  others  who  helped  carry  out  these  pro- 
ora  ms. 

Other  duties  of  the  Board  included  arrangino  for  tests  of 

o  O 

crater  from  private  properties  and  for  the  Lake  Dean  bathing 
area,  investigation  of  complaints  and  other  miscellaneous 
^vork. 

Eight  cases  of  mumps,  six  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  five 
incidents  of  dog  bites  were  reported  to  the  Board  during  the 
year.  It  would  be  of  considerable  assistance  to  the  Board  if 
the  townspeople  would  report  all  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
as  soon  as  they  are  diagnosed. 

A  schedule  of  bulldozing  the  town  dump  was  started 
early  in  the  year  and  continued  through  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
Also  work  was  started  on  a  new  access  ramp  which  would 
make  it  possible  to  move  the  dump  farther  away  from  both 
South  and  Sanders  Roads. 

The  rodent  control  program  was  continued  during  the 
year  through  the  generous  efforts  of  Donald  Agar  and  with 
the  use  of  materials  furnished  by  the  Worcester  C’ounty  Ex¬ 
tension  Ser\'ice.

REPORT  OF  THE  QUABBIN  REGIONAL  SCHOOL 
DISTRICT  COMMITTEE 

(Hardwick,  Hubbardston,  Oakham,  Barre) 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  representatives  of  the  four 
towns  comprising  the  district  met  and  selected  a  chairman, 
Dr.  Charles  Hinckley  of  Hardwick.  Since  that  time  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  met  at  least  twice  a  month  and  often  more.  In 
April  the  district  officially  became  the  Qiiabbin  Regioyial 
School  District,  which  was  the  most  popular  choice  through¬ 
out  the  four  towns.  All  school  children  and  adults  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  had  the  opportunity  to  submit  drawings  of  a  seal,  and 
the  choice  was  that  of  Mrs.  Jean  Dorsey  of  Barre. 

The  committee  hired  a  secretary-treasurer,  legal  coun¬ 
sel,  interviewed  four  applicants  for  Clerk  of  the  Works,  and 
selected  as  fiscal  agent  the  State  Street  Bank  and  Trust  Com¬ 
pany  of  Boston. 

The  following  sub-committees  were  set  up: 

COMMITTEE  TO  SCREEN  ARCHITECTS:  This 
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coiiiiiiittee  screened  the  applications  of  more  than  twenty 
architectural  firms,  and  bronoht  many  of  them  before  the 
committee  for  interviews.  The  members  visited  several 
schools  built  by  the  applicants.  The  final  choice  Avas  the 
firm  of  Korsliind,  LeNormand  and  Qnann,  Norwood,  Mass. 

SITE  CX)iMMITTEE:  The  Site  committee  spent  many 
hours  visiting  several  spots  in  the  area.  Extensive  tests  were 
made  on  all  the  sites  under  consideration,  and  the  final 
choice  'was  that  of  the  (ieorge  Smith  Earni  on  South  Street 
in  Harre.  This  site  was  selected  because  of  suitable  terrain, 
accessability,  adequate  drainage  facilities,  and  attractiveness. 

CTIRRKTILUM  C:OMMITTEE:  This  snb-committee 
met  several  times  and  presented  a  program  which  they  felt 
wonld  serve  the  needs  of  all  edncal)le  youngsters  within  the 
financial  abilities  of  the  four  towns. 

All  four  towns  have  been  represented  on  all  the  snb- 
conimittees.  As  Oakham  has  only  one  representative,  it  has 
recjiiired  a  great  deal  of  time. 

On  September  5  the  committee  voted  to  incur  debt  of 
$112,900  to  cover  the  cost  of  acquiring  a  site  and  preparing 
architectural  and  engineering  plans  for  a  Junior-Senior  High 
School.  Within  thirty  days  Oakham,  Barre  and  Hnbbardston 
voters  approved  the  debt;  Hardwick  did  not.  On  October 
7  the  committee  again  voted  to  incur  debt.  Haixhvick  voters 
aoain  turned  dotvn  the  debt.

It  is  expected  that  the  voters  of  Hardwick  will  have  an 
opportunity  within  the  next  fe^v  months  to  vote  again  on 
this  issue. 

.\11  the  committee  members  have  devoted  great  effort 
and  many  hours  toward  making  the  Qnabbin  Regional 
jnnior-Senior  High  School  a  reality.  They  have  worked  har¬ 
moniously  to  obtain  the  same  goal,  the  best  possible  education 
lor  all  the  children  in  the  area.

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REPORT  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  STAFF  —  Oakham  School 

Pul)lic  education  is  not  likely  to  be  better  than  the  pub¬ 
lic  understanding  of  the  schools.  To  improve  this  understand¬ 
ing  the  School  Administration  submits  the  following  report. 

Oakham  continues  to  face  the  problem  of  expanded  en¬ 
rollments  and  crowded  classrooms.  We  are  presently  housing 
thirty-one  5th  and  6th  grade  pupils  in  the  temporary  base¬ 
ment  classroom.  It  seems  apparent  that  the  effort  to  region¬ 
alize  CAade  7-12  ^vith  the  town  of  Barre,  Hardwick,  etc.;  will 
not  be  achieved  in  the  immediate  future.  It  is  possible  that 
this  ooal  will  never  be  achieved,  and  will  necessitate  findino; 
another  solution.  Our  Junior  High  School  Program  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  suffer  until  such  time  as  adequate  Junior  High 
School  facilities  are  provided. 

We  are  in  our  first  year  of  teaching  “the  new  modern 
math.”  Prior  to  using  this  approach,  there  was  considerable 
study  on  the  part  of  all  concerned.  The  teachers  participated 
in  an  inservice  instruction  program  in  the  teaching  of  modern 
math.  Parents  were  also  given  the  opportunity  to  participate 
in  a  similar  course.  While  it  is  early  to  evaluate  the  program, 
all  indications  are  that  it  will  prove  successful.  Plans  are  no^v 
in  progress  to  introduce  a  limited  physical  education  pro¬ 
gram.  The  French  program  which  was  started  last  year  also 
indicates  success. 

Constant  attention  is  being  given  to  the  maintenance  and 
repair  program  of  your  school.  New  bulletin  boards  were  re¬ 
cently  installed  in  the  first  and  second  grade  room.  New 
counter  tile  was  installed  in  the  kitchen,  and  a  new  outdoor 
incinerator  has  been  provided. 

The  School  Committee,  and  members  of  the  staff  are 
to  be  commended  for  their  consistent  devotion  to  the  children 
of  Oakham. 

Continued  progress  dictates  a  constant  effort  of  which 
we  are  proud  to  be  a  part.

REPORT  OF  THE  ART  SUPERVISOR 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  have  worked  out  a  specific  lesson  curriculum  for  each 
of  the  combined  classes  in  Oakham  and  have  followed  it  quite 
closely.  The  classroom  teacher  has  a  copy  of  my  planned  les- 
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sons  and  helps  with  distribution  ot  material  and  display  of 
finished  art.  This  cooperation  is  needed  and  greatly  appre- 
cia ted. 

Ohild  Art  is  not  adidt  art;  the  purpose  of  the  art  program 
being  to  arouse  interest,  enthusiasm,  and  honest  expression 
of  Art  Elements  through  use  of  a  wide  variety  of  art  media; 
and  to  guide  each  pupil  through  to  a  satisfactory  experience. 

To  list  briefly,  there  are  lessons  planned  on  basic  designs 
taken  from  nature,  textural  designs,  form  and  line  variations, 
surface  enrichment.  We  have  done  paper  cutting,  pasting, 
and  sculpture.  Our  representation  lessons  are  based  around 
familiar  places  and  people.  Every  once  in  a  while  we  do  some¬ 
th  ino  abstract  or  in  free  form. 

O 

A  variety  of  art  material  has  been  used,  such  as  crayon, 
chalk,  tempera  paint,  watercolor,  textile  paint,  modeling  and 
tooling  material.  Proper  care  and  use  of  material  is  much 
in  evidence. 

The  only  directed  lessons  are  in  lettering  and  simple  per¬ 
spective.  Oakham  'will  enter  the  A.H.1{.A.  Poster  C’ontest  as 
it  has  done  in  the  past,  with  continued  recognition  hoped  for. 
It  gets  very  exciting! 

I  hope  we  will  have  more  experiences  with  applied  de¬ 
signs  and  crafts  as  we  learn  to  work  together  and  understand

REPORT  OF  THE  FRENCH  SUPERVISOR 

In  the  second  year  of  existence  of  the  Ereiich  program 
in  the  Oakham  ('.enter  School,  oiir  efforts  and  attention  are 
being  focused  on  (onstant  im[)rovement  of  our  teaching  meth¬ 
ods  and  a  better  coordination  of  our  program. 

In  the  fall  I  attended  a  series  of  nine  seminars  at  the 
Algoncpiin  Regional  High  School  in  Northboro  organized  by 
the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  for  the  benefit  of  teac:h- 
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ers  in  modern  languages.  At  these  meetings  we  viewed  seve¬ 
ral  films  on  the  nature  of  language  and  the  “oral  approach” 
to  the  teaching  of  a  second  language. 

All  pupils  in  grades  4  through  8  are  participating  in  the 
French  program.  At  the  4,  5  and  6  grade  level  the  approach 
is  conversational  and  does  not  involve  a  great  deal  of  writ¬ 
ing.  The  Junior  High  School  pupils  are  involved  in  written 
lessons  and  translation. 

A  continued  effort  is  being  made  to  coordinate  the 
French  program  in  the  elementary  level  in  all  schools  of 
Union  No.  24.  The  objective  is  to  make  sure  that  all  students 
entering  high  school  have  completed  a  similar  French  curri¬ 
culum.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISORS 

The  elementary  vocal  music  program  consists  primarily 
of  the  teaching  of  rudiments  of  music  while  building  a  fine 
repertoire  of  songs.  The  five  basic  experiences,  singing,  lis¬ 
tening,  playing,  moving  and  creating  are  incorporated  in  the 
lessons.  Harmony  is  stressed  beginning  at  the  fifth  grade 
level.  1  find  it  necessary  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  teach¬ 
ing  tonal  concepts  as  many  of  the  children  have  difficulty 
finding  their  “singing  voice.” 

Certain  units  of  study  in  the  junior  high  program  are 
music  theory,  sound,  and  history  and  background  information 
of  ancient  and  modern  instruments. 

All  students  in  grades  seven  and  eight  participate  weekly 
in  the  Glee  Club.  The  group  performed  at  the  Christmas 
program  and  are  now  planning  to  sing  at  the  Memorial  Day 
services  and  graduation. 

In  the  instrumental  program  all  third  and  fourth  grade 
students  receive  a  course  in  music  theory  utilizing  the  Tonette 
to  insure  progress  in  music  reading.  Basic  elements  of  music 
are  taught  including  the  bass  and  treble  clef,  time  signatures, 
key  signatures,  scales,  rhythm,  and  notation,  with  an  all-out 
effort  to  improve  music  reading.  These  classes  were  also  ex¬ 
posed  to  creative  music  composition  and  as  a  result  composed 
original  Christmas  songs  which  were  performed  at  the  Town 
of  Oakham  Christmas  party.  Three  instrumental  music 
classes  are  taught  weekly  with  instruction  offered  on  all  band 
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and  orchestral  instruments.  New  text  books  were  introduced 
to  all  instrumental  students  in  September.  There  are  not 
sullicient  numbers  of  instrumentalists  to  organize  a  school 
band  as  such,  but  any  student  of  junior  high  school  age  is 
welcome  to  play  with  the  Holden  Junior  High  School  Band. 
Students  are  given  the  opportunity  to  perform  at  graduation 
and  at  various  school  and  town  assemblies  throughout  the 
year.

SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

The  following  is  the  196.H  Annual  Report  of  School 
H  ealth  services,  reported  by  the  school  nurse  of  Oakham 
Tenter  School. 

Routine  physical  examinations  for  children  in  grades 
one,  four,  and  seven  were  given  by  Dr.  Cdianning  H.  ash- 
burn,  School  Physician,  assisted  by  the  school  nurse.  WTit- 
ten  notices  tvere  sent  to  all  parents  whose  children  were  found 
to  have  any  physical  defects. 

X’ision,  hearing,  weighing  and  measuring  examinations 
were  given  to  all  pupils  by  the  school  nurse  without  the 
assistance  of  technicians.  Re-checks  have  been  completed  and 
notices  have  been  sent  home  to  the  parents  of  children  who 
failed  the  test. 

Three  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  immunization  clinics 
were  held  for  pupils  in  grades  one,  four,  and  seven.  There 
^\■ere  pupils  who  received  immunization. 

Oral  Polio  immunization  (Type  I,  11,  and  III)  was  offer¬ 
ed  to  all  pupils  by  the  Board  of  Health.  Lhe  school  nurse 
assisted  at  these  clinics. 

Dental  examinations  Avere  given  to  all  pupils  by  the 
Dental  Hygienist. 

One  Pre-school  registration  day  was  conducted. 

Other  routine  services  which  were  provided  during  the 
year  were  home  visits,  [personal  interviews,  insj^ections,  first- 
aid,  exclusion  ol  sick  children,  conferences,  planning  with 
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and  assisling  the  school  physician  in  clinics,  ordering  all 
health  supplies,  and  notifying  parents  of  physical  defects. 

Reports  reqnired  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Health  in  the  areas  of  vision,  hearing,  physical  examinations, 
and  physically  handicapped  children  were  compiled  and  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

For  1963 

“Strong,  healthy  children  are  the  greatest  resource  of 
oiir  State,  and  the  objectives  of  the  National  School  Lunch 
Act  are  “to  safeguard  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  Na¬ 
tion’s  children,  and  to  encourage  the  domestic  consumption 
of  nutritituos  agricultural  commodities  and  other  foods.’’ 

The  preceding  is  contained  in  the  first  paragraph  of 
the  proclamation  issued  by  Governor  Fndicott  Peabody  to 
announce  the  observance  of  National  School  Lunch  Week, 
October  13-19,  which  had  for  its  theme,  “School  Lunch 
Serves  the  Nation  —  Throuoh  Food  and  Learnino.”  Oak- 

O  o 

ham  School  is  one  of  2,625  Massachusetts  schools  which  serve 
more  than  800,000  lunches  daily. 

In  Oakham  Center  School  11,135  lunches  tvere  served 
on  180  days  during  1963.  Of  these  9968  tvere  paid  lunches 
to  children,  376  paid  lunches  to  adults,  360  lunches  to  stu¬ 
dent  kitchen  workers,  and  431  to  needy  children. 

Each  lunch  served  to  a  child  must  include  a  half  pint 
of  whole,  white  milk.  Milk  is  also  available  to  those  children 
who  bring  their  lunch  from  home.  In  all,  17,185  half  pints 
of  milk  were  consumed. 
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C'.oniinoclities  available  to  the  prograni  through  the 
Tnited  vStates  Department  ot  Agriculture  have  included  but¬ 
ter,  pork,  chicken,  ground  beef,  turkey,  among  others.  These 
products  make  it  possible  for  your  child  to  have  a  nourishing 
and  well  balanced  lunch  for  only  twenty-five  cents.  Turkey 
dinners,  a  favorite  with  the  children,  were  served  on  special 
occasions  during  the  year,  and  a  picnic  was  available  on 
the  last  day  of  school. 

Receipts  included  S2,592.72  —  lunchroom  sales  to  stu¬ 
dents,  and  $140.24  —  lunchroom  sales  to  teachers.  $0.4(S.52 
was  reimbursed  from  State  and  Federal  Funds,  with  $19().v59 
anticipated  from  claims  filed  in  November  and  December. 

Food  costs  totaled  $2,514.15;  labor,  $1 ,520. 00;  other 
expenses  (freight,  bottled  gas,  etc.)  totaled  $91.58. 

Some  improvements  were  made  to  the  cafeteria  and 
kitchen  during  the  year.  The  plumbing  was  greatly  im¬ 
proved,  counters  installed,  and  newly  painted  cupboards  add 
to  the  appearance  as  well  as  facilitate  easier  cleaning  in  the 
kitchen  area. 

While  the  participation  in  our  School  Lunch  Program 
remains  at  a  level  equal  to  other  schools,  and  while  our  chil¬ 
dren  benefit  from  this  participation,  I  feel  that  our  prograni 
is  a  successful  one.

During  the  past  year,  a  new  xvater  pump  xvas  installed 
and  also  a  completely  new  hot  air  heating  system  was  install¬ 
ed.  Bids  for  this  furnate  were  advertised  in  the  Bane  (iazette 
and  four  returns  were  received.  The  contract  was  awarded  to 
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Stone’s  Oil  Service  of  Oakham.  The  interest  from  Trust 
Funds,  with  the  approval  of  the  trnstees  and  the  selectmen, 
was  used  to  pay  for  this  burner  costing  $1500  installed.  This 
heating  system  is  efficient  and  resnlts  in  a  more  comfortable 
library. 

The  4H  held  their  weekly  meeting  in  the  basement. 
There  is  a  hot  air  register  in  their  work  room,  also. 

In  December,  a  telephone  was  installed  which  will  give 
better  service  to  library  patrons.  Service  will  be  quicker  when 
requests  for  books  are  received  that  require  the  librarian 
to  call  the  inter-loan  library  system  to  procure  books  needed 
by  readers  and  students.  There  is  no  charge  to  the  library  for 
these  out-of-town  calls. 

The  library  again  qualified  for  the  State  Aid  of  S500. 
This  amount  was  used  to  defray  the  operating  expenses  of 
the  library. 

Mr.  Winthrop  Boyd  has  resigned  after  more  than  17 
years  as  custodian  of  the  library.  He  has  kept  the  library 
clean  and  neat,  and  held  a  responsible  commendable  position 
^vell  appreciated  by  the  board.  He  will  be  missed  by  his 
many  friends  as  he  went  about  his  duties  in  and  around  the 
library  buildng.  Mr.  Ltidwick  Szczuka  has  been  appointed 
custodian. 

This  has  been  a  busy  progressive  year  for  the  board  of 
library  trustees.  With  the  installation  of  a  new  water  sys¬ 
tem,  heating  plant,  telephone,  and  other  improvements,  it 
has  considerably  increased  the  general  efficiency  of  the  libra¬ 
ry.

In  the  spring,  an  excellent  exhibit  of  school  children’s 
art  work  was  arranged  in  the  reading  room  by  the  school  art 
supervisor,  Mrs.  Mary  Griffin. 

The  inter-loan  system  of  the  Worcester  Free  Public 
Library  and  the  Fitchburg  Public  Library  loaned  40  books 
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to  Oakham  resident.  Requests  tor  these  books  totaled  16  tor 
children  and  24  for  adults. 

About  75  fiction  and  non-fiction  books  were  loaned  tor 
a  three-month  period  to  our  library  from  the  Eitchburg 
Regional  Library.  After  this  period  of  time,  these  books 
will  be  exchanged  for  other  books  by  arrangement  with  the 
Eitchburg  Librarian. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  was  4525  issued  and  567 
were  renewed.  Magazine  circulation  was  574,  in  addition  to 
those  read  in  the  reading  room.  There  were  52  adult  books 
purchased  and  121  books  were  received  as  gifts  from  Oakham 
residents  and  out  of  town  friends.  These  books  are  ahvays 
welcomed  and  appreciated.
